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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tobita (USPN 
5,646,516). 

With respect to claims 1-19 and 25-44, Tobita discloses, in Fig. 1, a circuit comprising: 
"a functional block (receiving OUTPUT)"; "a central bias generator (Q3 and Rl)"; "a first node 
(1) to receive a supply voltage (Vcc)"; "a second node (2)"; "a single-stage source-follower" 
having "first (Ql) and "second (Q2) matched transistors"; "a first bias voltage (V3)"; and "a 
second (V5)", all connected and operating similarly as recited by Applicant. 

With respect to claims 20-24 and 45-48, clearly the above circuit to Tobita will provide 
the recited method. 

Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the above rejection and has not 
found them to be persuasive. Firstly, Examiner expressly disagrees with Applicants remarks 
making a distinction between "a body bias signal" and "a reference voltage". Firstly, one skilled 
in the art is well aware of the fact that a "reference voltage" is merely a voltage in some way 
being referenced. Second, Examiner finds little difference between the terms "voltage" and 
"signal". The only difference being that the term "signal" is a broad term that clearly would 
encompass a "voltage" (and possibly a current). Clearly, a voltage that is applied to a "body" 
would more than reasonably be considered "a body bias signal". Examiner further points out 
that the phrase "to generate body bias voltage for a local function block" would be considered 
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mere intended use functional language. Clearly, the reference voltage generator of Tobita is 
clearly capable or providing a "body bias voltage for a local function block". 

Secondly, contrary to Applicant's remarks, transistor Q2 is connected as a "source- 
follower", thus it would be more than reasonable to consider transistors Ql and Q2 as "a single- 
stage source-follower". Further, it is clear the V0, the output at OUTPUT, of Fig. 1 of Tobita is 
"based on a variation of the supply voltage". Equations 4-7 of Tobita make it clear that VO is a 
function of Vcc. VTP1 is, a function of Vcc and VO is function of VTP1. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
